One of the finest LEGO models in the LEGOLAND Park in Billund, Denmark, 
is a scale model of Amsterdam with surrounding Dutch countryside. 


The LEGOLAND Park Amsterdam, was built in 1972 and is one of the most 
complex models ever built. 

Led by Danish LEGO model designer Dagny Holm, a team of eight model 
makers spent 5 months building the models. 





Prior to construction Dagny Holm and two assistants spent a great deal of 
time in the real Amsterdam photographing buildings, bridges, canals and 
taking lots of measurements.

The result is an enormous scale model of 
the most attractive parts of Amsterdam 
complete with canals, bridges and mov- 
ing barges. A wide selection of the tall 
narrow houses, for which Amsterdam is 
famous, are shown. To achieve the col- 
ours of the real Amsterdam houses it was 
necessary to make some LEGO bricks in 
special colours exclusively for this 
model. 





It’s always nice to hear what a good 
time our members have on Club Tours 
to the LEGOLAND Park. It’s not sur- 
prising of course, as the tours are spe- 
cially planned for your enjoyment, by 
Specialised Tours. 


First there’s the fun of travelling with 
other Club Members, and making new 
friends. Then there’s the exciting sea 
voyage. There’s a play-area for small 
children, and Space Invader machines 
and disco, so parents can relax and 
enjoy themselves too. Delicious food is 
in good supply — in the restaurant and 
cafeteria, with the splendid Danish 
‘Cold Table’ a firm favourite. 


The hotels in Denmark are very careful- 
ly chosen. All are in beautiful sur- 
roundings, with first-class standards of 
accommodation and facilities, includ- 
ing an ever-popular indoor swimming 
pool. 


As you will see from the pictures the model makers 
added many fine details to ensure the models look 
realistic. Each house is a masterpice in its own right and 
of special interest is the “Street Organ” standing on the 
bridge (see picture No. 1). This was faithfully copiedfrom 
an organ playing outside Dagny Holm’s hotel when she 
was in Amsterdam photographing the buildings. 








Finally, to show you how realistic the LEGOLAND Park Amsterdam is, we have 
shown a picture of one of the model opening bridges alongside a real bridge in 


Amsterdam, Holland. 


The LEGOLAND Park is, of course, the 
highlight of the tour, but Denmark 
offers many other places of interest too. 
Every tour gives the opportunity of 
visiting at least one Danish town, with 
fascinating shops and sights for the 
whole family to enjoy. 


Specialised Tours get lots of letters 
from parents saying how much they 
enjoy the tours. This is just what’s 
intended of course, for it’s their holiday 
too! On joining the coach in London, 
parents can relax, knowing they have a 
helpful team of courier and coach-driv- 
er with them throughout the tour, to 
handle all the arrangements and any 
problems. Being a small business, they 
are able to offer many personal touches 
that are often missing in larger orga- 
nisations. 


At the time of writing, there are still 
vacancies on most dates for 1983. 
Prices start at £88 for an adult on a 4 





day tour, and £55 for a child under 16, 
sharing parents’ room. 5 day tours are 
from £118 for adults and £72 for chil- 
dren, and 6 day tours from £160 for 
adults and £106 for children. These 
prices represent excellent value for 
money, and include everything except 
meals on board ship, lunch in LEGO- 
LAND, and of course, personal spend- 
ing money. Cabins are included on the 
ships, and hotel accommodation in- 
cludes Breakfast and 3 course Dinner 
with coffee. Most departure dates 
are timed to coincide with school holi- 
days, in the summer and during the 
Spring Bank Holiday in May/June.

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Th? SOM GYBF 
A novel idea from B. Hill of West Wickham, Kent 


Here is something for you to make if you like puzzles. 
It’s called the SOMA CUBE and was first thought of by 
another clever Danish man called Piet Hein, rather like 
Gotdfred Kirk Christiansen who invented LEGO Bricks. 
It is great fun to make and play with and is much 
simpler than the magic cube which everyone has today. 
As the picture shows it consists of seven pieces, each in 
turn being made of three or four small cubes; all seven 
pieces fit together to form the big SOMA CUBE shown. 
There are, believe it or not, hundreds of different ways 
of making the SOMA CUBE from the seven pieces — can 
you find just one? 


A small cube can be made of LEGO bricks by using a 
short tower of ordinary eight stud bricks topped with 
smooth topped slim-bricks. Two bricks are put side by 
side, two more on top but going across the bottom ones 
to hold them together and then two more across these. 
To finish off, the flat topped slim-bricks are put on top. 
With a little thought the SOMA pieces can be made 
using these same proportions; but you don’t have to 
make four small cubes and then try fixing them together 
because with LEGO bricks you can make the correct 
shaped SOMA pieces in one. A smaller version can be 
made based on a single four-stud brick plus a flat 
topped slim-brick. 

Besides making the SOMA CUBE with your pieces try 
making figures with them that look like things you see 
every day, for instance can you make a chair out of 
them, or a bed? Make two sets with a friend and see who 
can put them together quickest. I’m sure you'll find lots 
of things to try and make with them, so have fun and 
don't be too upset if you cannot make the pieces or the 
SOMA CUBE from them, ask your parents to help you 
out.
